It shows that Mr. Bennett so 
fay under-estimated revenue last 
year that his government was able 
to spend $133.2 million more than 
it had budgetted for and still emerge 


‘with a $52 million surplus. This 


* practice of under-estimating was not 


unique last year. It has been fol- 
lowed by the premier-minister of 
finance on other occasions to tax 
more from the ‘people than was 
needed to handle their business — 
and to provide rich sweetening to 
the administration’s election ap- 
peals. 

The accumulation of surpluses 
has not, however, inspired Mr. 
Bennett to institute compensating 
Gis in taxation.

Research Project—How to Be 
Rude Without Really Trying

MONG my‘earliest recollections of family 
training is the memory of constant repeti- 

tion by my parents of a single theme. “If you 
can't be anything else,” they told me, and kept 
telling me, “‘be courteous.’ 


“egst nothing.”” ‘“‘There is 
no substitute,” ran another 
version, “for consideration 
of others." 

It is my hope that the les- 
son they read me had some 
effect. But with advancing 
years and increasing crot- 
chetiness, I've come to 
question the absolute ac- 
curacy of their dictum.

Good manners do cost something and courtesy 
can create undue wear and tear on the human 
spirit. 

So-now,-paraphrasing_the title of a success- 
ful play, I'm considering research on the sub- 


ject: ‘How to be rude to people without really 
trying.” 

L.embark ‘on the project with considerable 
regrét. But it occurs to me that practising 
courtesy is something like playing friendly ten- 
nis, You bat a little courtesy across the net 
and the receiver returns it to you—if the game 
is to be frienfity. The trouble occurs when you 
find that a large number of people aren't in- 
terested in being friendly. They just want 
their own way and thell with anybody who 
may object to them having it. The result isn 't 
gentle pat-ball. 

* ” * 

In recent years I have noted, without really 
studying the procedure, how a number of men 
adjudged successful have been able to over- 
come the waste of time and the emotional 
strain’ imposed by-the practice of courtesy. 

Three highly effective methods—methods 
which can be mastered without really trying— 
are simple demonstrations of disinterest. You 
are talking to a person, explaining a particu- 
lar point and trying to arrive at a solution to a 
problem which will spare another's feelings. 

Technique No. 1 on the part of your intend- 
ed listener is merely to walk away. 

___ Technique No. 2 can be used even while 


sitting down. You're agdin talking to a person 
with the same intent as in Illustration. No. 1 
above. He closes out the conversation merely 
by picking up a magazine and reading it. 
Technique No. 3—also practised while sit- 
ting—demands a little of his time. Instead of 
looking you in the eye while you're speaking, 
he Icoks at a point an inch and one-half above 
your right eye, focussing his gaze sharply. You 
forget what you're saying and wonder what 
he’s looking at so intently. So you excuse your- 
self hurriedly and walk away to examine the 
area one and one-half inches above your right 
eye to see if you've laid a smudge over it, 
or are about to give birth to a small boil there. 
All three methods have a continuing effec- 
tiveness. They solve his problem immediately 
by shutting you up. Of more lasting import- 
ance, they convirfce you that he isn't particu- 
larly interested in. anything you have to say— 


realizing that what concerns you is of no con- 
sequence to. him. 
* * * 

The virtue of these forms of being rude to 
people without even trying is that it preserves 
the dignity of the practitioner. There is no un- 
seemly exchange of epithets—not even the im- 
plication of the old vaudeville patter man’s 
“Get away from me boy, you bother me.” 

I would like to have the courage to use 
these devices instead of burning up energy to 
cover my exaspération at times. But the habits 
ingrained in childhood are hard to cure. 

Just when I'm ready to walk away from a 
dialogue—or monologue—pick up a magazine 
ahd read it while someone is talking to me, 
or work the gimmick of staring at the spot one 
and one-half inches above my visitor's right 
eye, the admonitions of boyhood recur. ee you 

can't be anything else, be courteous.” — 

In addition, I have the unhappy weakness 

_of realizing that the person talking to me is 
a human being and is usually saying some- 
thing that is important to him, no matter how 
silly it sounds to me. So I at least try to ap- 
pear to be listening. Sometimés I learn some- 
thing and I avoid a guilt complex which, to my 
mind, should be the automatic wages of those 
‘who can be rude without really trying.

An experienced fruit grower 
would like to see the Saanich 
Peninsula restored as a com- 
mercial. apple growing centre 
—as it was more than 60 years 
ago. 

Louis Gobolos, 1412 White, 
owner of the largest orchard 
in the capital region, said 
today apples can be grown 
here as successfully as in the 
Okanagan — the major fruit 
growing area in the province. 

“There's no doubt about it,’” 
he said. “‘But the apples must 
be varieties suited to this 
climate.” 

He sees no reason why 
Saanioch-can-not-again-become 
famous for its apples as it 
was at the turn of the 
century. 

The 49-year-old orchardist 
who formerly operated a fruit 
farm in the Okanagan, has. 
proved it cain be done. 

In the fall of 1959, he, 
started to plant.3,000_trees on
